Okay, where do | even begin? I'll have to begin somewhere, so... Geno. | love this little guy. | may not have been one 
of the original players of SMRPG, and | am very young compared to many other Geno supporters, but my love for the star 
boy isn't any less than theirs. | first played the game somewhere in the 2000s, well after it first came out, and | remember 
being absolutely captivated and awed by the world and characters. Particularly one little star warrior. None other than Geno 
has kept his legacy amongst fans intact. 


Geno getting in Smash Ultimate would truly be a magical thing for me and the other guys who have waited for his 
return in some capacity. He may have made only 1 non-cameo appearance in his entire life so far, and still has the huge 
following he has today. Why is this? Maybe it's because he's literally a wooden doll cosmic warrior with a frickin’ arm 
cannon for an arm. Maybe it's because of the aura of mystery of him. Maybe it's because Super Mario RPG was a game that 
created a lot of the things that are commonplace in Mario games nowadays (like character personality traits, characters, 
settings, etc) and is straight up something that Paper Mario and probably even the Mario & Luigi RPG franchises wouldn't 
exist. Maybe it's because the characters and setting have so much untapped potential that may very well fade away into the 
sunset. Or maybe it's just because he can literally throw rotating energy discs that deal 9999 damage. Either way, there is 
an undeniable charm to his character, to SMRPG in general that keeps it's fandom and interest alive even so long after it 
reasonably should have died out without any new content in over 20 years. 


What's with this guy, why should he be in Smash Bros? As touched on above, Geno still has thousands of fans 
today. And a large part of that is in the fandom. He consistently scores in the top 5 or even outright wins Smash request fan 
polls. He's been a huge request since Brawl. He has so much fanart, so much fan content dedicated to him. He's a "never- 
ever" underdog pick in a game where most of his fellow hugely popular for decades plus requests have been granted the red 
carpet treatment, namely Ridley, King K. Rool and Banjo Kazooie. Making the "never-evers" an even 4/4 would fully cement 
this game's status as an Ultimate/Special crowd-pleaser. (also helps Geno is my personal favorite of all of them). The 
support for this guy is real, and has never been stronger. Game developers (Chihiro Fujioka, Yoshihiko Maekawa, Yoko 
Shimomura, even Sakurai himself) have spoken about their love for Geno. Even Wendy's (the restaurant) and Walmart of 
Canada have directly acknowledged him recently. People love the star warrior. Geno is in a perpetual state of so close, yet 
so far. It would be awesome if just once, he could catch the lucky break he's been after for so long and get immortalized in 
Smash. Once you get in, you're set in gaming. This effect exists with many other characters; the aforementioned Ridley, 

K. Rool, Banjo, and even some of the older Smash cast (Ness, Captain Falcon, Ice Climbers, etc) who may have faded away 
into the sunset, but thanks to Smash Bros, they have loving and caring fans and have essentially been immortalized in the 
world of gaming. 


He also doesn't really have much else of a future right now, unless there's something special in the works (which | 
doubt, but I'd LOVE to be wrong). He is currently stuck in a rut, and has been virtually screwed over by being a Super Mario 
Bros character owned by Square Enix. He is the weird stepchild that Nintendo only occasionally gets to visit. Getting him in 
Smash will signify that yes, you are listening. 
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But what really cement's Geno's status is what he represents. He's an enigma of a character. Apart from being a 
Star Warrior, he is far from a stoic character, and is in fact probably one of the more interesting characters in the relatively 
static Mario franchise. While he is a hero type and is bound to his duty, he is also eager to fight, is a charming and amicable 
type who isn't afraid to joke around and lighten the mood (easily the most cheerful and optimistic of the team), is fine with 
showing off and making himself look like a badass and has the sass to just straight up yell "YO SMITHY!" at the end of the 
game. 


His support and devotion reflect something greater. Without any future for the time being, his fans have taken it 
upon themselves to fill in the blanks themselves. Head canon upon nerdy head canon. Fan artwork upon fan artwork. Music 
remix upon music remix. Heck, pretty much any type of fan project you can think of, it's been done for SMRPG. And some of 
them go in deep. They have added new life to pretty much everything you can find in the game. They've extracted pretty 
much every little thing and gave them some wacky interpretations to flesh them out further. Some of their fan works rank 
amongst the best, most passionate, most loving I've ever seen for any community. This is a community built purely on the 
fans and their raw, unbridled love for a great game with a seemingly doomed future. Kind of niche in the end? Sure, but that 
makes him and SMRPG even more special. It's fans are some of the most loving, most dedicated, and passionate out of any. 
They have basically taken a world that is unlikely to get anything new in the foreseeable future and have made it into 
something their own, more real. It's sort of a "Velveteen Rabbit" effect, if you will. And why wouldn't they? It's a one of a 
kind journey. It offers a unique setting and evokes a unique feel and style that no other Mario RPG emulates (speaking as a 
fan of Mario's other RPG series too). Video Games in general are so much more than code to us. They may as well be 
another reality altogether. It is amazing how much you can extract from a screen world, and SMRPG's fans are emblematic 
of this central idea. (Some Great fan works include Rawest Forest Reanimated, LoopyyyLupe's Super Mario RPG artbook, 
and some top tier music remixes such as this "Beware the Forest Mushrooms" remix, and this metal mashup of almost all of 
Super Mario RPG's music. Not even scraping the tip of the iceberg or anything, just some things that came up off the top of 
my head) 


In short, what separates Geno from most is just what his game represents to me and so many of his other fans. 
Well, that and his 9999 damage energy beams. He and his game may fade away into the recesses of history, it may vanish 
into the sunset, may blink out completely, but as long as word of mouth continues being spread, as long as people continue 
to take it upon themselves to expand the world they love so much. Geno is our velveteen puppet, and we couldn't be prouder 
to stand by him.
